However, the interest of all interest centers in a certain vague and 


elusive proceeding called an “investigation,” that it is said will be made 


into the affairs pf the city engineering department. 
What will it 
be? 


What will it develop? 


“Oh, there will be impeachment of Frank Powell,” is said 
on 
every 
And a very foolish step, if The Tribune may venture an opinion. 
An impeachment by the city council means exactly as much as an 
investigation by a committee of the council would mean—which is nothing 
plus a little trouble and expense. People who are permitted to investi­ 
gate themselves usually find everything as it should be. If 
it is 
trut 
that there is anything in the city hall that needs investigating, the inves­ 
tigation should be conducted by men outside of the city hall. Close as­ 
sociation of men makes good fellows willing to overlook shortcomings in 
other good fellows. The plan is certain to prove abortive. 
The thing at issue here is not what kind of a fellow Frank Powell 
has been socially; it is not even simply what bas been going on in the 
office of city engineer during the past half dozen years. 
Docs “graft” exist ANYWHERE, either in city or county government? 
That is the question, and the Powell squabble is merely “the 
entering 
wedge that should lead to intelligent settlement of a controversy that 
has held the boards too long in this city. 
Any investigation held under the direct supervision of the com­ 
mon council would be a farce; there are factions there that are for or 
against men whose names are connected with graft stories, and examin­ 
ation beld under the auspices of that body would resolve itself into a 
personal squabble in which the real issues would be lost to view. 
Why have not Milwaukee and Philadelphia and St. Louis and Min­ 
neapolis “impeached” their alleged grafters? Threy have the same right 
to dc so as have we. 
Plainly they have not resorted to this course because of its apparent 
inefficiency They sought the facts, and 
action 
based 
thereon. 
They 
knew that where Jim and Bill have divided loot. Jim should not sit on 
the jury that tries Bill for the offense. Why, in impeachment proceed­ 
ings Mayor Torrance would appoint the investigating committee! 
What 
sort of committee does anyone suppose would be named by the man who 
let Powell slip in under his thumb, and who applied the gag to the voice 
of protest from the council chamber? Would not this plan develop into 
a political comedy that would laugh the serious side of the affair out of 
sight? 
There seems to be a strong suspision that there is a “nigger in the 
woodpile.” Tom Lawson says, “I have shown you the woodpile—find the 
nigger ” The La Crosse public 
sees the wood pile, and it wants intel­ 
ligent search for the “nigger” to be made. We have all listened to this 
graft talk until it tires our ears; we all want the graft uncovered, or 
art end of the gossip. 
And in order that we may have not merely a fiasco relative to 
the 
long scape-goated engineering department; in order that we may probe 
the affairs of every department of both city and county government, we 
must come to one thing. It is essential; it is efficient; it is legal and it is 
sensible

CHANGES IN 
GAME LAWS 


The new game law passed by the 
legislature tIii> year has a number of 
important changes and 
new 
provi­ 
sions. 
It prohibits entirely the shoot­ 
ing of ducks in the spring and the 
sale of game of all kinds at any time. 
Quail are protected until the fall 


of 
1910. 
Shipping of game is 
p r o ­ 
hibited, but a hunter may take his 
game with him on trains. 
The number of game birds or ani­ 
mals is limited to two deer, and fif­ 
teen prairie chickens, grouse or wood­ 
cock, twenty-five 
pan ridges, 
thirty 


ducks or geese, killed or possessed in 
any one day. 
This provision prohi- 
! hits a hunter from having more than 
thirty ducks at any time, no matter 
how long lie has been shooting them, 
and he can take no more than that 
number with him. 
The open time on ducks is Sept. I 
to Jan. 1; geese Sept. 
I to April 
I, 
thus giving a short open season in the 
(spring: prairie chickens may be shot 
only from Sept. 1 to Oct. 15. 
Rabbits, 
squirrels and foxes may he shot from 
Sept. I to March I. 
Muskrats may he 
trapped from Nov. 1 to May. but must 
not be shot or speared, 
nor 
their 
houses molested at any time. 
Open 
water shooting is 
prohibited at all 
times, not more than 25 decoys being 
allowed. 
Game fish, 
open 
season. 
May 25 to March I, and to be taken 
only by angling or trolling: black bass 
under eight inches prohibited.
